That it is one of the unpardonable 

social sins for any one to he discour- 
teous in her own house to a caller goes 
without saying, hut an exchange 
makes the following oomments as to 

the ways in which this rudeness is of- 
ten manifested: It is not infrequent 
that you would prefer that certain 
callers should stay away, hut. more 
than likely (hey have heen repeatedly 
and warmly invited to call, and no 
one is to blame hut yourself. If the 
cold shoulder is to he shown, or petty 
dislikes or slights to he displayed, 
i here is ample room and opportunity. 
Yourhome is certainly not (he place 
to show them. Any one crossing your 
doorstep, whatever his Standing may 
lie, and whether hidden or not, is for 
the time your guest and is entitled to 
the usages of polite BOCiety and cour- 
teous consideration. You should never 
he deluded by. the idea (ha( short- 
comings in politeness and hospitality 
are overlooked or forgotten, for such 
is rarely the case; and hy sensitive 
people such actions are much more 
painful than an open atl'ront or insult. 
If your callers should be backward or 
awKward, they have every right to 
expect you to come to their assistance 
in making them feel eomfortahle and 
at ease in conversation, amusement, or 
in whatever way it. may he needed.
